KENTUCKY LEADS IN TOBACCO. 

AGRICULTURAL INFORMATION 



Washington, Aug. The Ag- 
ricultural Department has just 
published a mass of statistical ami 
other information regarding ag- 
ricultural matters in Kentucky 
and other State* of the Union and 
throughout the world. Most of 
the data relates to crops, etc., in 
1906, but some of it is of more 
recent date. 

It is shown that Kentucky leads 
in toltacco, having twice the ac- 
reage in that crop, and several 
times as large a crop as North 
Carolina, her nearest competitor, 
has. The Kentucky acreage in 
tobacco in 1906 was 290,000, and 
the average yield of tobacco per 
acre was 870 pounds. The total 
product ion was 252,300,000 
pounds, which brought an average 
farm price on December 1 last of 
7.7 cents, and an average farm 
value on the same date of $19.- 
427,100. This was more than 
twice as much u8 the value of 
Ohio tobacco, which was $8, 
500,000. 

Over 3,000,000 acres in Ken- 
tucky were sown in corn last year, 
and over a hundred million bush- 
els of the grain were produced on 
that land, the average yield per 
acre being 33 bushels. This Ken- 
tucky crop had a value of $44,- 
S88,6tt. On March L 1907, about 
47,500,000 bushels of the 1906 corn 
crop was still in the hands of 
Kentucky farmers, the exact per- 
centage being .45. Over 12,500,- 

000 bushels had been shipped 
from the counties where grown. 
The average value per acre of the 
Kentucky corn crop on December 

1 last year was $13.86, tho aver- 
age farm price per bushel on that 
date being 42 cents. 

The total production of wheat 
in Kentucky last year was 11,545,- 
598 bushels, which was raised on 
*l.s,f524 acres of land, and was 
worth nearly 18,900,000, All of 
this was winter wheat, of which 
tlx- average yield per acre was 
14.1 bushels, the average value 
per acre $10.29, and the average 
farm price on December 1, 190B, 
was 73 cents.

250 other cattle valued at $18 
each or 118,878,716 altogether, 
and 1,060,000 sheep of an average 
value of $1.22 each and a total 
farm value of *4,478,500. 

The total number of sheep giv- 
en above differs greatly from the 
number in Kentucky producing 
wool, as estimated by the National 
Association of Wool Manufac- 
turers. This latter number was 
on April 1, 1908, 575.000. The 
average weight of wool per fleece 
according to the same authority, 
was 4.75 pounds. The percentage 
of shrinkage in Keutucky wool 
product last year was 38. The to- 
tal amount of washed and un- 
washed was 2,731,250 pounds, 
while the amount of wool scoured 
was 1,693.375 pounds. 

Kentuckians owned 1,213,000 
hogs last year, the average farm 
price of which on January 1, 1907, 
was 16 and their total farm value 
$7,250,000. 

A table of legal weights per 
bushel of various products in the 
several States is published. This 
shows that the Kentucky standard 
is as follows, in pounds: Flax- 
seed or linseed. 56: plastering 
hair, 8; hempseed, 44; Hungarian 
grass seed, 50; millet, 50; oats, 32; 
ouions, 57; onion sets, 36; orchard 
grass seed, 14; dried peaches, 39; 
peas, 60; potatoes, 60; sweet po- 
tatoes, 55; rye, 5H; timothy seed, 
45; turnips, 60, and wheat, 60.

Whenever you hear a man pre- 
dicting the downfall of the A. S. of E. , 
you can be assured that that man will 
do all he can to cause its downfall, and 
such men as hsve been agents of the 
Trusts and aune aH in their power to 
break our society to pieces ought not be 
given a job by any means; and now I 
want to say to all men that believes the 
A. S. of E. , is right, do not hitch your- 
sslf to this new organization that wants 
to place your business with Beard, 
Hensley & Co. I want you to go back 
to the year of 1904 when those gentle- 
men were giving $4, $3 and $' . for your 
tobacco and docking you $1.00 per
